In 1935 the Minnesota Fruit Breeding Farm crossed the well known 
Montmorency cherry with a very hardy, small-fruited unnamed 
cherry they secured from the Canadian Experimental Station at 
Morden, Manitoba. This unnamed cherry was a product of re- 
peated selections of Russian strains and probably represents the 
hardiest cherry stock available. The result was a seedling designated 
as Minnesota No. 66. 


In December, 1952, seventeen years after the cross was made and 
after years of testing, the University of Minnesota introduced Minn. 
No. 66 under the name of Meteor. 


In introducing Meteor, they have the following to say in describing 
their new cherry. “The tree is a strong and vigorous grower with 
an upright, moderately spreading habit. The unusually large leaves 
produce a dense and luxuriant foliage that is resistant to leaf spot. 
The fruit is large to very large. The fruit color is a very attractive 
clear light red; the skin is thin and tender. The flavor is a pleasant 
mild acid and quality is very good. The stone is small, long oval, 
and very free. The fruit ripens about 10 days to 2 weeks later than 
Northstar, or about midseason in relation to standard varieties of 
Sour Pie Cherries.”

TAtroduced a year earlier than Meteor (1951), 
Northstar..was the first true pie cherry to be 
introduced by the Minnesota Fruit Breeding 
Farm. The name given it seems appropriate 
since Minnesota is known as the North Star 
State. This cherry will no doubt succeed farther north than 
any other cherry of equal size and quality except Meteor, which 
we believe can be planted right along with it. 

A fittle different breeding has gone into Northstar. Whereas 
Meteor/has, Montmorency blood, Northstar is a cross between 
a tough, Ahardy Serbian pie cherry and the regular English 
Morello cherry. The gain in this cross has been two-fold—as 
Northstar is not only much hardier than the English Morello, 
but isfar superior to its parent in quality. 


Both its parents being smaller than, Montmorency in tree size, 
thefe is every indication that Northstar will be a relatively small 
tree—an important feature where limited space is a factor.

The following is taken from an article by Prof. T. S. Weir in the Minne- 
sota Horticulturist (January 1951) when the official announcement of 
Northstar was made. 


“NORTHSTAR is a Morello type sour or pie cherry. The color is at 
first a bright red, but at maturity it changes to a dark glistening mahog- 
any-red; the skin is medium tender and the flesh is juicy, tender and 
meaty; the flavor is pleasantly acid and the quality good. The stone is 
small and is easily removed. 


“The ripening season begins very early, about July 5th to 10th at the 
Fruit Breeding Farm (a few miles west of Minneapolis). The fruit will 
remain on the tree in good condition for about two weeks. 

“The tree is small but productive and is self-fertile. It is resistant to 
leaf spot and apparently to brown rot diseases. It should be a valuable 
addition to the home garden for its beauty as well as its fruit. There 
are good possibilities of its succeeding as a commercial variety.”

A very good commercial project would be a planting of Sapa or Sapalta, as one of 
the leading jam factories in Minneapolis is very enthusiastic about these cherry- 
plums, but can never buy anywhere near what they want. 


POLLINIZER 


Cherry-plums need a pollinizer planted with them to insure good crops. We have 
found Compass and Hansen’s bush cherry to be particularly effective as pollinizers. 
Be sure to include one or the other in every order of Sapa or Sapalta.
